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From 1977-80 he was an 
Associate Professor of Environ- 
mental Design at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado, Boulder. Hol- 
loway devotes his private ar- 
chitectural practice entirely to 
design projects utilizing solar 
energy and energy conserva- 
tion principles. A native of 
Michigan, he earned his B. 
Arch, degree from U of M and 
his Masters of Architecture 
from Harvard, School of De- 
sign. 


Michael Levy, AIA, of Ft. 
Wayne, Indiana, is the prin- 
ciple of Michael T. Levy Asso- 
ciates which specializes in solar 
architecture, recycling build- 
ings and environmental design. 
He is also President of Sun 
Builders, Inc., designers and 
builders of solar and earth 
sheltered projects. Levy re- 
ceived his B. Arch. from U of 
Michigan. 


Levy conducts national solar 
energy seminars sponsored by 
Jordon College of Michigan. 
He has taught at Purdue Uni- 
versity in Ft. Wayne and was a 
presenter at the National Pas- 
sive Solar Conference and the 
University of Minnesota Earth 
Shelter Housing Conference. 


Levy, who has been involved 
in solar architecture, educa- 
tion and industrial design since 
1976, with architects for the 
McCormick Piano and Organ 
Company Building, one of the 
most cost effective solar appli- 
cations in the country. 


He also designed the eartha- 
ven series of passive solar 
earth sheltered residences.
